UP IN SEPTEMBER 


Washington, Nov. 11. —Although | 
| production was the lowest of any| 
; month of this year, exports of pas- 
senger cars and trucks from Can- 
ada in September represen an 
|increase of 16 per cent. over the 
| August valuation, according to fig-| 
ures furnished the Department of | 
Commerce by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. | 

Foreign shipments in September 
| were valued at $1,878,525 as com-| 
| pared with $1,618,517 in the previ-| 
ous month, but represented a de-| 
| crease of 42 per cent. from exports! 
1929, which totaled | 
$3,257,037. 

The September production of} 
| 7,957 units was 19 per cent. under | 
|} the total for August and 42 per | 
}cent. less than the number pro- | 
duced in September a year ago. 
| When compared with the figures | 
for the previous month, September | 
production showed smaller outputs | 
| for all types of motor vehicles, with |

The thirteen states of the South, 
plus the District of Columbia, re- 
ported a decline in the aggregate of 
31 per cent., coming the nearest to 
reflecting the average condition of 
the entire country. 

In the Rocky Mountain states, 
where setbacks have been experi- 
enced in both mining and agricul- 
tural pursuits, there was a falling 
off this year in new car business of 
37 per cent., while in the states 
around the Great Lakes there was 
a decline of 36 per cent. In the 
agricultural tier of the Middle West 
the decline was 35 per cent. Thus 
it is seen that the decline in the 
automobile business was pretty uni- 
form throughout the interior sec- 
tions of the nation.

The St. Louis meeing will be “the 
first of a series of seventeen public | 
hearings called by the Interstate | 
Commerce Commission at key cities | 
from coast to coast, in its investi- 
gation of co-ordination of trucks, 
and buses with railroad service. Ob- 
servers who have been following the} 
railroad anti-truck and bus cam- | 
paign will watch with interest the | 
testimony presented at these hear- 
ings by the railroads, in expectation 
that the opportunity thus presented 
will be used in an attempt to con- 
vince the commission and _ public 
that’ the case against trucks and} 
buses is sound. 

As stated by the commission in 
its order calling for the investiga-| 
tion, dated May 12, 1930, and also | 
in its supplementary order for the 
hearings, dated October 17, 1930, 
the purpose of the investigation is | 
largely to determine facts about | 
co-ordination of motor vehicle ser-| 
vice with railroad service. 

Railroad use, through ownership 
or control, of motor vehicles to per- 
form part of their transportation 
service, has been growing rapidly. 
Railroads now control a large por- 
tion of the best long-distance bus 
lines, to which are generally linked | 
important feeder lines. There is 
also considerable use of motor} 
trucks by railroads, generally, in 
connection with terminal move-| 
ment, though some over-the-road | 
hauling by truck is under railroad 
control. 

This grewth in railroad use of 
motor vehicles has led to disputes 
between railroads and complaints, 
from the public, which have been) 
referred to the commission with) 
the result that the commission has 
had to start investigations covering 
individual operations in various sec- 
tions of the country. 

Some of the more important 
points on which the commission is | 
seeking information in this investi-| 
gation are: 

1. Extent of truck and bus owner- 
ship by railroads or subsidiaries. 

. %, Extent of interest in truck and 
‘bus lines not owned or controlled) 
outright by railroads. 

3. Details of financing of truck | 
and bus lines by railroads te deter- | 
mine the propriety and legality of | 
suc hexpenditure of railroad funds. 

4. Extent to which railroads are 
extending their service beyond their 
ewn rail lines into territory of com- 
petitor railroads by using trucks and 
buses. 

5. Data on rates for truck and bus 
service, which should indicate 
whether truck and bus service is 
self-supporting and whether charges 
for such service have the effect of | 
cutting rates for rail haul, approved 
by the commission. 

Allegations have been made, some 
of them in connection with investi- 
gation by the commission into vari- | 
ous phases of the general problem 
of co-ordination, that in connection 
with railroad use of motor vehicles 
various sections of the Transporta- 
tion act have been violated. There 
has also been some feeling that if 
the Transportation act has not been 
violated, some of the details of rail- 
road use of trucks and buses have 
not been in sympathy with the act. 

In the economic question of how 
trucks and buses should be co-ordi- ; 
nated with railroad service the pub- 
lic and the motor industry have 
much interest. Co-ordination which 
enables the public to receive 
cheaper, quicker and more efficient 
transportation service is desirable. 
Economic waste due to wasteful 
competition should be avoided if it 
can be prevented without attempt- 
ing to deprive the public by law of 
the type of service it prefers. 

Other subjects which the Inter- 
state Commerce Commision are in- 
vestigating at these public hearings 
are of broader significance. 
These include: 

1. The extent of state regulation 
of the truck and bus business. 

2. The extent to which truck and 
bus competition have made aban- 
donment of rail lines necessary. | 

3. The extent of competition with | 
railroads by bus and truck lines.

cept those doing purely interstate | 
regulation by the state public at

ity commissions, it will not be dif- 
ficult to show the amount of busi- 
ness handled by them, particularly 
in those states where statistics on 
details of operation are required by 
the state commission. 

In the case of the motor truck! 
conditions are vitally different. 
| Even in the states where common 
carrier trucks are regulated there 
is a great deal of uncertainty, both 
from the legal and economic points 


| of view, as to whether many truck | 


| operations are conducted as com- 
mon carriers. It is almost inevi- 
table, therefore, that the commis- 
sion will be furnished with statis- 
tics relating to common carrier 
competition which contains facts 
about contract carriers or 


carriers, and the importance of the | 


'degree of competition from com- 
mon carrier lines is accordingly 
almost certain to be overstated. 
The best, in fact the only, statis- 
tics now available showing truck 
service by different types is based 
on traffic surveys by the United 
' States Bureau of Public Roads and 
indicates that 82 per cent. of trucks 
are owned by shippers, 11 per cent. 
by contract carriers and 7 per cent. 
by “for hire” operators. Of this 
latter 7 per cent. about one-third 
are engaged in regular route opera- 
tion by truck line owners and the

NE of the high spots of the annual convention of the 


O Battery Manufacturers’ Association in Cleveland last 
week was an address delivered by Allard Smith, executive 
vice-president of the Union Trust Company of Cleveland. 


Without invidious comparison, we may perhaps be allowed 
to say that Mr. Smith’s address was particularly interesting 
coming from a banker. 

Among the points emphasized in this address was the 
importance of maintaining our present American standards 
of living. “To a large extent,” said Mr. Smith, “the consum- 
ing power of the masses of its people is the safe measure of 
a nation’s prosperity. Therefore, it is necessary, in order to 
continue a nation’s prosperity, that its purchasing power be 
spread out widely among the public, instead of concentrated 
within a few hands.” 

Then, logically, he continues: “One, if not the most 
important, of present problems is that involved in preserving 
the high level of living standards in this country, After all, 
the greatest achievement of America has been the great dis- 
tribution of prosperity among all people. The spread of pur- 
chasing power at large among the great body of the public, 
therefore, is, I think, a primary cause of the nation’s pros- 
perity, instead of a result.”

raised the wage level of the American workman, and, second, 
by laboratory research, mass production and mass distribu- 
tion, we have decreased the prices of articles which the aver- 
age man buys. 


“This combination of influences has caused what 


termed a rising standard of living and, as business is in the! 
last analysis dependent on increased purchasing power of the | 


general public, a continuing rise in the standard of living is 
absolutely necessary, if our trend of advancement is to be 
continued in the future.” : 

Mr. Smith then quoted President Hoover in his speech 
before the American Bankers’ Association, when he said: 
“Any retreat from our American philosophy of constantly 
increasing standards of living becomes a retreat into perpet- 
ual unemployment and the acceptance of a cesspool of poverty 
for some large part of our people.” 

In a time such as the business recession which we have 
been enduring for a good many months this question of 
maintaining living standards is a very difficult one. Com- 
modity prices have steadily decreased and the human 
tendency is to decrease wages in comformity with this declin- 
ing trend in prices. But, if wages decrease with prices, we 
are quite likely to produce a lengthy period of lowered living 
standards, because it seldom happens that, when commodity 
prices again go up, wages keep pace with them. 

On the other hand, in times of depression, even the most 
philanthropic business organization cannot maintain its full 
working force at the high wage scale that was possible dur- 
ing a period of unexampled prosperity. Many industrial 
organizations today are meeting this condition by maintain- 
ing the wage scale but reducing the hours of employment 
of their workmen. The United States Steel Corporation is an 
example of a company that is doing just this. Its payroll 
contains practically the same number of workers that were 
listed last year, but each employee is working a lesser number 
of hours. In other words, the company, having less business, 
is dividing up the work on a pro rata basis, so that every 
employee gets his share of the whole. 

Obviously, it is easier for a company faced by lessened 
business to discharge a proportion of their workmen. This 
procedure lightens the task of the factory manager, but 
deepens the misery of unemployment. In the economic life 
of the country, fifty families on half pay are better than 
twenty-five on full pay and twenty-five with no visible means 


of support. And be it noted that this question of maintaining

in profits because of the influence 
of fixed or uncontrollable expense | 
which must go on, irrespective of 
conditions. 

Had not the corporation realized 
over a year ago that a different 
trend of industrial activity was de- 
veloping and started then to read- 
just its operating policy in line with 
a different order of things, it would 
have been impossible to report as 
favorable an earnings position. Fur- 
thermore, current profits have been 
adversely affected by the policy of 
keeping motor cars and other mer- 
chandise in the hands of the cor- 
poration’s distributing organizations 
throughout the world at a very low | 
point. This is a sound and con- 
structive policy and although it 
tends to throw into the future, 
profits that might be earned at pres- 
ent, still the sole consideration at all 
times should be that policy which 
results in keeping the corporation | 
abreast of the times. 

“In the first nine months of the 
current year, our inventories of raw | 
and finished materials were reduced | 


from $188,472,999 to $113,530,106, and | 
total stocks of finished cars through- 
out the world were decreased 42,851 
units. Due to these low inventories, 
the corporation will very promptly 
profit through any change in the 
future trend. 

“Notwithstanding the many prob- 
lems of a special character that pre- 
sented themselves during this period, 
and which had to be dealt with, im- 
portant progress has been made in 
advancing our engineering, manu- 
facturing and commercial operating 
standards with the result that the 
new offerings of the corporation’s 
products will reflect higher stand- 
ards of attractiveness and conveni- 
ence, and greater dollar value than 
at any previous time. 

“With full recognition of the 
hardships and suffering which ac- 
company all periods of economic re- 
adjustments, I wish to emphasize 
the opportunity which the present 
Situation offers industrial manage- 
ment to inject into business a dif- 
ferent type of thinking and a dif- 
ferent appreciation of the problems 
than has existed for a number of 
years past. Irrespective of how

To 
reduce the wage scale would, in my 
judgment, not only delay the return 
of more normal times but would put 
a limit, and an unnecessary limit, 
on the future prosperity of the 
country.

INCOLN, Neb., Nov. 11.—Seasonal lines moved better 


last month than for any previous October in the history 
of the automotive equipment jobbing business in Lincoln and 


territory, according to Lincoln jobbers. 


Most of the jobbers 


believe that the increase of sales last month was the begin- 


ning of a definite upward trend 


toward better business which 


will climb to new high levels next spring. 


Nebraska’s splendid agricultural ‘ 
condition provides a base for optim- 
ism among jobbers here, with 
money beginning to show unmistak- 
able signs of loosening up and 
plenty of money available for legiti- 
mate expansion in November. 


Dealer stocks, which are now un- 
usually low, give jobbers another 
season to believe that business is on 
the upward climb. 

While October's splendid showing 
in jobber sales was due in large part | 
to the moving of anti-freeze solu-: 
tions, chains, heaters and similar | 
seasonal lines, several jobbers re-| 
ported a very material increase in | 
replacement parts and, to a lesser | 
extent, shop equipment. 

Henkle & Joyce Hardware Com- 
pany experienced its best October 
in history, with a number of lines 
of accessories moving exceptionally 
well, and a “cranberry merchant's 
business in Prestone, tire chains 
and HaDees, Red Car and Torrid 
Heat heaters. E. G. Evans, man- 
ager of the automotive equipment 
department of the jobbing firm, is 
confident that the increased sales 
enjoyed by his company during 
September and October and har- 
bingers of better business. 

L. J. Messer Parts Company, job- 
ber of replacement parts and shop 
equipment, reports seasonal items 
moved very well. Unfavorable col- 
lection conditions began to ease up 
a bit during the month. The com- 
pany took on the Francisco line of 
heaters recently, and this line 
moved very well during October. 
Francisco heaters are manufactured 
by the Francisco Auto Heater Com- 
pany of Columbus, O. 

Other lines taken on by the Mes- 
ser firm recently, include Moto- 
Gard radiator shutters, Solder Seal | 
radiator repair and cleaner fluid, 
McCord radiator cleaner, manufac- | 
tured by the McCord Radiator and 
Manufacturing Company of Detroit, 
and Trav-Ler table model radios.

A real drive for this type of busi- 
ness is apparent this year, and be- 
cause of these conditions, the “Care 
Will Save Your Car” program is be- 
ing recognized as a merchandising 
service that will be a distinct help to 
those dealers entering the competi- 
tion for it. A number of jobber 
members have discovered this re- 
newed interest in franchise and are 
making the service available to their 
dealers. 

The entire campaign has acquired 
a momentum which should do much 
toward carrying the program into 
the future. The advertising com- 
mittee has broken ground for an 
activity which already has spread 
out to remarkable proportions.

A distinct psychological angle tend- 
ing to please the patron is the ab- 
sence of service or repair bills to 
annoy him when, perhaps, he has 
other bills piling up. This is be- 
cause he makes certain advance 


payments and it is human nature | 


to forget about what has already 
been paid out, as much as it is to 
feel vexed at times over perfectly 
just bills coming in. In 1929 this 
dealer serviced 185 cars under the 
insured service plan. 

Under the Ford Insured Service 
Plan,’ the purchaser of the car 
agrees to pay for the maintenance 
and complete lubrication of his 


Ford car, recorded by model and} 


motor number, for 10,000 miles of 
operation, a certain sum being pay- 
able to the dealer each 2,500 miles 
in advance. 


the buyer may omit any.one or two 
of the periods, but the rate of in- 
surance charge increases slightly 
from the first period to the third, 


the rate for any remaining mileage | 


in excess of the third 10,000 being 
the same as for the second 10,000 
miles. 

That is, the insurance charge for 
the first 10,000 miles is 1.1 per cent.

being excepted, all without extra 


charge to the car owner, except that | 


caused by accident or failure to ob- 
serve the conditions of the agree- 
ment. 

The owner is privileged to bring 
his car to the dealer’s service sta- 
tion at any time for miscellaneous 
adjustments when neded, and al] 
necessary work will be performed
